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Committee May Drop 
Six-inch Gun Cruiser 








DECISION to hold up action of the 
committee on the Navy building 
measure until after Christmas was 
reached Dec. 18 by the House com- 
mittee. : 

Yesterday hearings on an identical 
pill were begun in the Senate Naval 
Committee. They will be continued 
after the holidays. 

A majority of the Hovse group are 
ready to vote to report the bill, and 
the delay was taken at the request of 
Rep. Vinson, ranking Democrat of the 
committee, who wants to hear addition- 
gal testimony. They will meet again 
Jan. 5, and-expect to have the measure 
out within a day or two. 

Before the vote is taken In commit- 
tee it seems a foregone conclusion that 
the authorization for a 6-inch gun crui- 
ser will be stricken out. Much of the 
discussion so far has been upon this 
vessel, which was objected to so strenu- 
ously last Spring by the Navy General 
Board during the hearings on the Lon- 
don Treaty. 

Both Adm. Pratt and Rear Adm. 
Moffett have declared themselves as per- 
sonally in favor of building two of the 
6-inch gun cruisers with landing decks, 
instead of one of this type and one 
straight cruiser as provided in the bill, 
and Chairman Britten and several other 
members of the group, including Rep- 
resentative Vinson, are opposed to rec- 
ommending for the construction of the 
straight cruiser. 

Whether the commitee will follow 
Adm. Pratt and Adm. Moffett in this, or 
will simply strike out the straight 
cruiser is another matter, and it is 
thought very doubtful that they will 
do this. 

Some opposition also has arisen as to 
including aircraft for the vessels in this 
bill, it being felt by some that the 
pees be authorized at a later time, as 
as been done in the past. 

With Adm. Pratt in the witness

Brig. Gen. Named 


HE PRESIDENT, upon the recom- 

mendation of the Secretary of War, 
has forwarded to the Senate the nomi- 
nation of Col. William S. McNair, FA, 
to be brigadier general vice Brig. Gen. 
George C. Barnhardt, deceased. 

Gen. McNair was born at Tecumseh, 
Mich., Sept. 18, 1868. He entered the 
United States Military Academy in 
1886, graduating therefrom in 1890. 
Upon graduation he was commissioned 
as an additional second lieutenant in 
the 3d Artillery. On June 15, 1891, he 
was assigned to the 5th Artillery, but 
on August 12 of the same year trans- 
ferred back to the 3d Artillery. In 
1896 he graduated from the Artillery 
School at Ft. Monroe, Va. In 1897 he 
was on duty at the Presidio of San 
Francisco, Calif., where he served until 
July 29, 1901. Meanwhile he had been 
promoted first lieutenant and captain, 
Artillery Corps, on March 8, 1898, and 
May 8, 1901, respectively. 

He sailed from San Francisco to 
China, where he served in the China 
Relief Expedition until Nov. 2, 1901; 
and proceeded thence to the Philippine 
Islands, where he was on duty until 
April 19, 1903. While in the Philip- 
Pines he saw strenuous service with 
Coast, Field, and Mountain Artillery 
against the insurgents, participating in 
the following engagements: Lobo, June 
8, 1901; Gadungan, April 19, 1902; 
Pualos, April 21, 1902; Bayan, May 2, 
1902; Butig, Ganan and Bayabao, Sept.

Prepares Report 





HERE are strong indications that 
the Joint Congressional Pay Com- 
mittee will make its final report to the 
two houses of Congress next month in 
the form of “recommendations” with- 
out reporting out any concrete bill 
looking toward solution of the pressing 
problem of service pay. 

This is the conclusion to be drawn 
from the decision reached by the com- 
mittee at the-meeting it held on Dec. 18. 

The committee, in the resolution 
creating it, was directed to report “by 
bill or otherwise” during the life of the 
It determined not 
to report a bill, but to take advantage 
of the clause “or otherwise.” Compre- 
hended within that direction will be 
the recommendations which will be 
presented. These recommendations, .in 
a nutshell, will be that the questions of 
pay and promotion for the five services 
concerned be postponed until the next 
session of Congress, and that Congress 
create a permanent Joint Committee 
made up of the chairman and minority 
member of each of the standing com- 
mittees to consider the subject of pay 
and promotion as a whole. Such a 
committee, if the two Houses acquiesce, 
will be made up as follows:

In determining to adopt the proced- 
ure stated above, the single encourag- 
ing fact stands out that the sentiment 
of the committee as a whole favored 
revision upward of pay and promotion 
reform. It was agreed that something 
must be done to correct inequalities 
and discrepancies, but not to the ex- 
tent, in the matter of pay, of $81,000,- 
000, which was recommended by the

Interdepartmental Pay Board. It was 
further held that there could be no 
separation of pay and promotion; that 
the present situation has been brought 
about by piece-meal legislation,. and 
that to prevent its recurrence one bill, 
comprehending both subjects, must be 
formulated. 

The report of the committee will be 
submitted to the two Houses in Janu- 
ary, probably the latter part of the 
month. It will be drawn up by Sena- 
tor Reed and Congressman French. In 
the meantime, there will be no pub- 
licity. Senator Reed has been anx- 
ious to give the Interdepartmental 
Board’s report to the press for publi- 
cation on Dec. 27, but his earnest argu- 
ment met with rejection. Members of 
the committee felt that it would be 
far better, in view of the decision to 
refer the matter to a new and tech- 
nical committee, to defer publication 
of the Interdepartmental Board study 
until the time of submission of the 
committee’s report. Moreover, it was 
pointed out that all the members of 
the Cabinet interested in the pay and 
promotion situation of their respective 
services, should be given an oppor- 
tunity to present their views. The 
Secretary of War already has done so; 
he has presented a strong recommenda- 
tion for immediate relief both in pay 
and promotion. General MacArthur, 
Chief of Staff, has done likewise. The 
Secretary of the Treasury and the 
Secretary of Commerce have not yet 
been heard from, but it is understood 
they are preparing recommendations

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Service Legislation 
In Congress Reviewed 


"THE temper of Congress in the mat- 

ter of pay increase for the Serv- 
ices will be established to some ex- 
tent by the fate of the Wood proposal 
forbidding increases in the compensa- 
tion of classified employes in the Fed- 
eral Departments and the Federal Field 
Service. This proposal was incorporated 
ky the House in the Treasury and Post- 
office bills, and eliminated by the Sen- 
ate. When a similar provision con- 
tained in the Interior Department ap- 
propriation bill was before the House, 
that body, sitting in Committee of the 
Whole, rejected it by the close vote of 
89 to 88. The Treasury and Postoffice 
bills are now in conference, and it is 
regarded as likely, in view of the over- 
whelming support of the usual pay in- 
creases approved by the Senate, and the 
division in the House, that there will be 
no change in the policy of permittin 
increased compensation to the classifie 
employes. 

This means, of course, that any ef- 
fort made to prevent the automatic pay 
increases in the Services, an effort 
which undoubtedly would have been 
made had the classified employe pro- 
posal been strongly supported, would 
be emphatically defeated. The incident 
deserves reference in this congressional 
review of the week, because it demon- 
strates that in the House there is a large 
membership desirous of maintaining 
salaries at the present level and op- 
posed even to increases which have been 
authorized by laws passed previously. 
The inference is drawn by House lead- 
ers that such membership will vote 
against any proposal to increase Army 
and Navy and Marine Corps pay, al- 
though the Senate probably would 
agree to what is termed a “reasonable” 
sum. 

Of course, the close division in the 
House is affecting the view of the 
House membership on the Congres-

Army Priority List 





(THE priority list of Army legislation 
which the War Department would 
like to have enacted this session was 
received by the Senate and House Com- 
mittees on Military Affairs this week. 
First in importance the list, signed 
by Assistant Secretary Payne as acting 
secretary, asks enactment of HR 8160, 
which provides for the construction of 
a Quartermaster storehouse at Ft. 
Snelling and a garage at Camp Devens. 
No mention is made in the document 
of pay or promotion legislation, which 
were listed high up on the Navy De- 
partment’s priority list. It is under- 
stood that this is because the War De- 
partment makes its priority list up 
from the list of bills which already are 
before Congress and that there is now 
no bill for pay revision officially be- 
fore that body. Of course there are 
promotion bills, but they are mostly 
controversial, and the joint pay and 
promotion problem still is before the 
Reed Joint Committee. 

The Department’s letter containing 
the list follows: 

With a view to facilitating the work 
of your committee in the final session 
of the 7lst Congress, the War Depart- 
ment submits the following list of bills 
now pending, which have been intro-

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Editors Comment On Proposed American Adherence To World Court 
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EPITORIAL comment on the proposed American adherence to the World Court, 

both before and after President Hoover submitted the Protocol to the Senate, 
generally favors such a step. Some editorialiste foresaw a possibility of an 
extra session of Congress to decide the matter, but few foresaw the.shelving of 


the matter for a year. 


““T'W0-thirds of all the daily newspapers of the United States are for Senate 

- approval of adherence to the World Court on the Root Plan, while less 
than one-seventh of them are against it,” states the San Francisco Chronicle 
(Republican). “This evidence—the most striking yet—that World Court opposi- 
tion is confined to a small group with noise making powers out of proportion 
to its numbers, comes from the survey of all the daily newspapers of the Nation 
made by the American Foundation.” 


“THE action taken by President Hoover, in determining to submit immediately 
to the Senate the protocol providing for the adherence of the United 
States to the Permanent Court of International Justice, will be warmly ap- 
plauded by friends of the measure and by Americans generally who believe in 
the substitution of judicial procedure for war in the settlement of international 
disputes,” holds the Christian Science Monitor (Independent). “But it will be 
necessary for them to do more than applaud the President. It is vital that all 
the forces that have urged upon him with such insistence the early presentation 
of the protocol, should now get behind him with their political support.” 


“TF THE Senate, because of the opposition of certain irreconcilables to Ameri- 
can adherence to the World Court and, even more, because of the fact that 
its unreformed rules of procedure encourage filibusters and time-wasting tactics, 
should fail to take action on the protocols at the present short session of Con- 
gress, Mr. Hoover will have to consider the expediency of calling a special ses- 
sion of the Senate after March 4,” says the Chicago, Ill, Daily News (Inde- 
pendent). “He knows that the sentiment and judgment of the Nation favor 
entry into the Court and he will do his part toward giving due effect to that 


“THE Elihu Root reservation is that in the event that the council or assembly 

: will not accede to our request to stop an advisory opinion in which we 
claim interest, the United States may withdraw from the Court without preju- 
dice,” avers the Kansas City, Mo., Star (Independent). 

“The Senate will have to decide whether that right of withdrawal is equiva- 
lerft to the right of arbitrary prevention. It will have to determine whether 
there is a difference between no decision from the league’s court in some matter 
where our interests are at stake and a possibly adverse decision which we re- 
pudiate by retiring in the face of opposition. Obviously there is in practice 
a considerable difference. The Senate might also bear in mind the nature of 
this ‘court’ which virtually makes its own law and the judges of which are 
clearly elected on a national representative basis. There are strong reasons 
why this country should keep free of such an entanglement and the Root formula 
has done nothing to destroy their force.” 


“TN THREE vital matters touching the World Court, the Senate is apt to assert 
its right to give or withhold its consent,” claims the Washington, D. C., Post 
“These are: 
“1, The question of approving the treaty of adherence.

“3. The question of withdrawing from the protocol of adherence. 
“The first question is settled by the President in asking the advice and 
consent of the Senate to ratification of the ‘protocol.’ 
“The second question has not yet arisen, but it will thrust itself forward 
when Senators begin to study the World Court proposal.” 
“The third question upon which the Senate doubtless will insist upon its 
ae to give or withhold its consent is that of withdrawing from the World 
rt. . 


“EY HIS message transmitting to Congress the protocols, Mr. Hoover calls at- 
tention to the fact, sometimes forgotten, that the movement for the estab- 
lishment of World Court originated in the United States; that it has had the 
backing of Presidents Wilson, Harding and Coolidge, and of some of the most 
eminent of Secretaries of State,” states the Washington, D. C., Evening Star. 
“He calls attention also to the fact that the provisions of the protocol free 
us from any entanglement in the diplomacy of other nations.”

(The following annual reports were 
officially released for publication by the 
Navy Department this week.)

Higher pay, Increase of officer and 
enlisted strength, promotion upon reg- 
ular intervals, enforced retirement for 
staff corps, selection for rear admirals, 
retirement of selected captains as rear 
admirals and better housing of person- 
nel are among the recommendations put 
by Rear Adm. F. B. Upham, _USN, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, in 
his annual report. 

“The situation with regard to pay in 
the Navy continues to be unsatisfacto 
and is the cause of much discontent if 
not actual suffering on the part of both 
officers and enlisted men,” states the 
Chief of the Bureau charged with the 
welfare of personnel of the Navy. “A 
system where the pay of junior officers 
is greater than their seniors is basic- 
ally unsound, and yet the present pay 
law, with its system of allowances, per- 
mits lieutenants under some conditions 
to draw more pay than admirals under 
whom they are serving. It is needless 
to point out that the responsibility 
of the lieutenant and of the admiral 
are in no sense comparable, and I can 
not too eneiy urge the necessity 
for immediate legislative relief. En- 
listed men serving in the upper petty 
officer ratings have devoted years to 
the service of their country and are de- 
serving of generous treatment at the 
country’s hands. Justice and equity 
warrant and require adequate compen- 
sation to naval personnel in return 
for the service they render. The gen- 
eral inadequacy of the present pay and 
the discriminatory features of the pres- 
ent pay law can not fail to have a 
bad effect upon morale. A 1908 pay 
scale is out of date in 1930. 

“I order that a thorough analysis 
of the pay situation might be available 
to Congress the department appointed 
a board in the Summer of 1928 to 
consider the effect of the existing pay 
laws upon the naval service. This board 
submitted an excellent report applying 
to the Navy and Marine Corps. To 
widen the field and to afford full con- 
sideration of all angles of pay matters 
in the six services, now combined un- 
der a single pay act, the department 
instituted, with the cooperation of the 
other departments affected, an inter- 
departmental board, which, after a care- 
ful and thorough investigation, ren- 
dered a comprehensive report. No con- 
gressional action was taken on this 
report, although the President sub- 
mitted it to the Bureau of Efficiency 
for its comment. The Joint Pay Com- 
-mittee, composed of Members of the 
House and Senate, still has the ques- 
tion before it, but apparently felt that 
the question of pay was closely linked 
with the question of promotion, and 
a study of the question of equalizing 
og Bmw promotion in the six services

The question of proper barracks and 

uarters is one of grave importance. 

ile generally the housing situation 
is satisfactory, there are certain 
marked exceptions to the general rule 
which require action. 

At Hampton Roads the barracks for 
the enlisted men are in a deplorable 
condition on account of deterioration 
incident to age and use. ese bar- 
racks are temporary wooden buildings 
of war-time construction. In Summer 
they are hot and uncomfortable, with 
the sun beating down on the thin roofs; 
in Winter they are none too warm, 
while at all times they continually de- 
velop leaks. The plumbing in all of 
them is in a deteriorated condition. A 
new barracks has been authorized here, 
but others must follow shortly. The 
conditions do not permit of postpone- 
ment. 

At Mare Island the conditions in the 
submarine barracks were such that it 
was necessary to move the men out and 
they are now quartered in destroyer 
hulks, one of which has a temporary 
wooden structure erected on its deck 
for use as a mess hall. These quarters 
have been authorized but at the present 
time have not been built. At Pensacola 
conditions are somewhat better but are 
far from satisfactory. 

At the submarine base at Coco Solo, 
such quarters as exist are in fair con- 
dition but they are inadequate for the 
needs of the station. Junior officers 
and married chief petty officers should 
have quarters provided at the base, 
as Colon is some 6 miles away and suit- 
able quarters can not be obtained there 
except at high prices, which are be- 
yond what junior officers or chief petty 
officers can afford to pay. Such a con- 
dition is eortainly destructive of morale. 
Such jun or officers and petty officers 
should live at the submarine base where 
they are ready for duty. 

The situation elsewhere with regard 
to officers’ quarters is less serious, but 
new quarters for bachelor officers are 
required at Pensacola, and additional 
quarters are needed at Great Lakes to 
replace old frame houses that were 
on the land when purchased and which 
are now in a sadly deteriorated con- 
dition. 

* ~ * 

It appears wise and prudent to pro- 
vide now for additional midshipmen, 
the earliest of whom can not be com- 
missioned before 1935, to meet the 
needs of the London treaty navy. The 
5-appointment basis would provide only 
about 86 graduates per year over the 
four appointments, and under the five 
appointments the officer personnel could 
not reach the number required for the 
vessels which will be built under the 
provisions of the treaty and for the 
aircraft in the 5-year program before 
1943. 

* - + 

The efficiency of the Navy depends 
upon the maintenance at all times of a 
personnel possessing the highest pro- 
fessional attainments and morale, suffi- 
cient in number to provide officers and 
men to man the ships reouired under 
the current operating force plan and 
the shore stations, and with the re- 





serves, adequate to man fully the en- 
tire Naval establishment that will be 
immediately required upon the’ out- 
break of war. At the commencement 
of hostilities not only must the ships 
in commission be manned by their full 
war complement but ships out of com- 
mission must be so manned immediately 
and as additional vessels are acquired 
trained complements must be furnished 
them. In addition, the shore estab- 
lishment will undergo immediate ex- 
pansion and must be kept manned in 
order to carry on the vitally import- 
ant work it will be called upon to per- 
form, and to provide additional trained 
personnel for the increasing forces 
afloat.* * * As pointed out by my 
predecessor in his last annual report, 
these requirements call for an excess 
of complements on all ships in active 
service in.time of peace, an excess 
without which the fighting efficiency 
of these vessels will suffer at the very 
moment when it should be highest. 

Operati as we are today, with 
reduced allowances rather than aug- 
mented complements in certain types, 
this matter of lowered efficiency on the 
outbreak of hostilities promises con- 
sequences of a most serious nature; i. 
e., @ navy not properly manned and 
trained for its assigned task, hence 
prolongation of the conflict at expense 
many times greater than the cost of 
the larger complements herein asked. 
Nowhere do we have a more forceful 
example of the truth of the old adage 
“an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.” * * * Because of the 
time required for the proper training 
of officers and of petty officers, it is 
of first importance that the bureau look 
well to the future * * * In other words, 
346 additional line officers are required 
for the ships now in commission or 
actually under construction. Even with 
the present reduced allowances 195 
more officers will be required. In the 
last annual report of my predecessor 
it is recommended that the line strength 
of officers should be about 6 per cent 
of the authorized enlisted strength. 
The continuing need of aviation for 
additional officers, the building pro- 
gram now under way, and the pros- 
pective requirements of the London 
treaty, impel me to recoommend an in- 
crease over the present figure of 4 
per cent to one of 5.3 per cent of line 
officer strength as compared with the 
authorized enlisted strength. This is 
appreciably below the figure recom- 
mended by my predecessor, but recent 
detailed survey of the situation appears 
to warrant this lower figure. 

As previously pointed out, the num- 
ber of enlisted men required to man 
fully the ships of the Navy now in 
commission or to be commissioned dur- 
ing the coming year can not be met 
with the allowed strength of 84,500 
men, and reduced allowances have been 
applied to all types of ships except 
submarines and survey vessels. When 
new ships are placed in commission 
their personnel must be obtained from 
~ ing placed out of commission 
or by reduction in allowances of other 
vessels. The logical procedure would 
normally be for Congress to authorize 


the necessary personnel for new ves- | 








sels at the same time that the vessels 
themselves are appropriated for. Only 
by this method can personnel be re- 
cruited and trained in appropriate num- 
bers to meet the needs. So, also, will it 
be possible to meet the needs without 
at any time exceeding the needs, since 
recruiting can be slowed down accord- 
ing as those needs might vary for some 
cause, such as the loss of a vessel. 
* * _ 

The staff corps are being maintained 
at a number sufficient to conduct effi- 
ciently the upkeep and business opera- 
tions of the present Navy and to guard 
its health.

The results of elimination training 
at the air stations, San Diego and 
Hampton Roads, are satisfactory. 


Recommendations 

It is highly desirable that officers en- 
tering the service be advanced from 
grade to grade after serving a defi- 
nite period in each grade which is suffi- 
cient to familiarize them with the du- 
ties of that grade and prepare them for 
their duties in the next higher grade. 
The retention of an officer for an un- 
due period in one grade saps initiative, 
dampens enthusiasm, and is destructive 
to morale, and every effort should be 
made to avoid the so-called humps in 
the lineal list, causing stagnation in the 
various grades. 

H. R. 14039, Seventieth Congress, an 
act to regulate the distribution and 
promotion of commissioned officers of 
the line of the Navy, passed the House 
in that Congress, but due to the pres- 
sure of other business was not reached 
in the Senate. This same bill (gener- 
ally kno’yn as the Britten bill) was re- 
introduczd in the Seventy-first Con- 
gress as H. R. 1190 and S. 550 passed 
the Senate, but has failed so far to pass 
the House. The enactment of this 
measure is deemed necessary to pro- 
vide for the normal advancement of 
officers after reasonable periods in each 
grade and further to avoid the un- 
economical evil of almost wholesale 
retirements in certain classes of Naval 
Academy graduates, who, without the 
passage of this law, will be given but 
slight opportunity for advancement. 

Selection has been extended to offi- 
cers of the staff corps, but there is no 
provision under the law for their forced 
retirement before reaching the age of 
64, with the result that officers in the 
Staff Corps who have been passed over 
by the selection boards for promotion 
remain in their present grade and cre- 
ate a hump therein, thus denying ad- 
vancement to deserving officers below 
them and causing embarrassment to 
the bureau in assigning them to suit- 
able billets, as they are at the top of 
the respective grades. If the present 
system continues, the entrance of suffi- 
cient new blood into the Staff Corps 
is blocked and decreased efficiency will 
inevitably result. A measure for the 
retirement of staff officers who have 
been passed over by selection boards 
was introduced in the last Congress, H. 
R. 11331, and such measure is deemed 
very desirable. 

At the present time the only way in

which officers can be separated from 
the service except by retirement is as 
the result of a court-martial or upon 
their failure to pass the mental, moral, 
and physical examinations required for 
promotion to the next higher grade. 
It is desirable that officers who give 
evidence of not having the qualities to 
make excellent officer material in the 
higher grades should be eliminated in 
the lower grades. This procedure would 
decrease the number to be eliminated 
by selection boards in the higher grades 
and would be a kindness to the officer 
himself, who, at a comparatively early 
age, is thus divorced from the service 
and enabled to enter civil pursuits, in- 
stead of being forced out after he is of 
mature age and when the openings in 
civil life would be much more restricted 
on account of his increased age. It is 
believed that during the first three 
years of commissioned service officers 
should be on a probationary status, 
permanent commissions to be given 
only upon promotion to the next higher 
gtade, after creditable service under 
probation and upon qualification by ex- 
amination for fitness in all respects, the 
Naval Examining Board to make the 
necessary report and recommendation 
as to promotion and permanent com- 
mission or discharge. During the pro- 
bationary period officers should receive 
all the benefits of the present law cov- 
ering retirement for physical disability. 
The present selection law has become 
effective to such an extent that drastic 
selection in the upper grades is now 
hecessary. It at times happens that 
after officers have been selected for 
flag rank their physical health fails so 
that they are unable to render on the 
active list the quality of service which 
is demanded, and yet their condition is 
not such as to call them before a re- 
tiring board or for them personally to 
request retirement. At times, also, 
officers may be selected to flag rank 
who do not measure up to the heavy 
demands made upon them. To obviate 
this, it is recommended that selection 
boards be empowered to select rear 
admirals for advancement from the 
lower to the upper half of the list, 
and that rear admirals not selected for 
advancement to the upper half of the 

list be immediately retired. 

Officers now reaching the grade of 
captain have been passed upon by two 
selection boards and have devoted years 
of service to the Navy and their coun- 
try. It is not practicable nor desirable to 
Promote all such captains to the grade 
of rear admiral on the active list, and 
Many good officers are passed over, and 
under the present law must retire as 
captains. As a reward for long and 
faithful service, it is recommended that 
the selection board, after having se- 
ected captains for promotion to the 
grade of rear admiral on the active 
list, should be empowered and directed 
to then select for promotion to the 
grade of rear admiral on the retired 
list, from among those captains who 
lave been passed over by the selection 
board, the ones whose records are such, 
in the opinion of the selection board, 
as to justify such promotion. Not 
every captain is entitled by his record 
to such consideration. . 

Pending the enactment of general 
Personnel and pay legislation tempo- 


rary legislation should again be en- 
acted to insure the continuation of the 
provision for retirement for “service- 
since-graduation” rather than for “age- 
in-grade.” This is in line with the 
general legislation now pending, and 
has met with the approval of the last 
two Congresses. 





Judge Advocate General 








A total of 9,954 summary court-mar- 
tial cases and 6,631 deck courts in ad- 
dition to general courts-martial of 78 
officers and 1,600 enlisted men of the 
Navy, were reviewed. Among the more 
important decisions prepared in con- 
nection with these reviews were cases 
involving the right of a commanding 
officer to search the quarters of a 
member of the naval service without 
first securing a search warrant. In 
one instance it was necessary to decide 
as to the admissibility of evidence 
which was secured by search of quar- 
ters under naval jurisdiction and in 
another where the place searched was 
not subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Navy. Court-Martial: Order No. 11, 
1929, pages 5 and 11, respectively, were 
published in this connection. 

Besides the court-martial cases men- 
tioned, 2,475 courts of inquiry, boards 
of investigation, boards of inquest, 


promotion, retiring, and __ selection 
boards, were reviewed. 
a * * 


At the end of the fiscal year 1930 
there were 788 naval prisoners in con- 
finement, distributed as follows: Ports- 
mouth, N. H., 228; Parris Island, S. C., 
269; Mare Island, Calif., 201; Cavite, 
P. I., 9; Federal Penitentiary, Atlanta, 
Ga., 3; receiving ships and stations 
and marine barracks, 78. The de- 
crease in the number of prisoners in 
confinement at naval prisons as com- 
pared to former years is offset in part 
by the increased number confined at 
receiving stations, receiving ships, and 
marine barracks, due to the growing 
use of the latter type of place for the 
confinement of certain prisoners whose 
restoration to duty after a short term 
of confinement is anticipated. Of the 
224 men who were restored to duty on 
probation during the fiscal year, 49 
per cent were successful and 51 per 
cent were unsuccessful. This repre- 
sents a material increase over the past 
fiscal year in the number of men re- 
stored to duty in a probationary status. 
Of 62 other men whose periods of con- 
finement were held in abeyance and 
whose probations expired during the 
fiscal year, 61 per cent were success- 
ful and 39 per cent unsuccessful.

The practice, obtaining in quite re- 
cent years, of extending Christmas 
clemency has been discontinued, as it 
was found that more satisfactory results 
were to be secured by having an in- 
creased number of cases recommended 
for the careful consideration of the 
naval clemency board at its monthly 
meetings throughout the year rather 
than by releasing a large proportion 
of the prison population in December 
without adequate opportunity for the 
careful study of each individual case.

Throughout the period covered by 
this report the naval prisons have con- 
tinued to perform their designated 
functions in a highly satisfactory man- 
ner. A high standard of health and 
discipline among naval prisoners has 
been maintained and the commanding 
officers of all naval prisons are felt 
to be deserving of commendation for 
their zeal in administering the affairs 
of the prisons.

Figures for the calendar year 1929, 
show that in almost every phase of the 
health of the Navy, conditions reached 
favorable points that have rarely been 
surpassed in previous years. Thus the 
death rate, 3.36 per 1,000, was lower 
than in any previous year except 1926 
and 1922; the general admission rate, 
548.06 per 1,000, was lower than in 
either of the two previous years and 
lower than the previous 5-year median 
rate. The rate of aviation fatalities 
per 1,000 miles of flying was lower than 
in any year since aviation became an 
important part of the program of 
naval activities. The rate for drown- 
ing (always one of the leading causes 
of death in the Navy) was lower than 
in any of the 10 previous years except 
1926. There were no major disasters, 
although seven lives were lost in two 
minor disasters. The prevalence of 
communicable diseases was unusually 
low; cerebrospinal fever, which in re- 





‘cent years has stood among the leading 





causes of death in the Navy, declined 


from 75 cases per 100,000 in 1928 to 57 
cases per 100,000 in 1929. There was 
only one epidemic among the forces 
afloat, that of scarlet fever on the USS 
New York, in March, when there were 
82 cases, none of which resulted fa- 
tally. 

This bureau has continued in_ its 
policy of endeavoring by every pos- 
sible means to improve the character 
of medical service rendered to person- 
nel of the Navy; to reduce the inci- 
dence of disease and injuries; ‘to bet- 
ter the sanitary conditions at all naval 
shore establishments and among the 
forces afloat; and to maintain the re- 
quired standards of physical fitness 
for entrance upon or retention in the 
various naval duties.

Despite restriction of authorization 
for prosthetic dental treatment to 
edentulous members of the active list, 
the demands of the personnel for this 
service are constantly increasing. Dur- 
ing the year, prosthesis was furnished 
in 4,002 cases at naval activities, and 
authorized from civilian sources at 
Government expense in 181 cases. Five 
hundred and three requests for this 
type of treatment were disapproved 
due to the necessity of confining au- 
thorization to cases in urgent need of 
treatment. 

Numerous requests from ships and 
stations for the establishment or aug- 
mentation of dental service were re- 
ceived during the past year. A com- 
plete dental service for the personnel 
of the Navy and Marine Corps can only 
be provided through an _ increased 
dental officer complement. 

In annual and special reports for the 
past several years the inadequacy of 
Dental Corps personnel has_ been 
stressed and legislation to effect a 
dental officer apportionment of one of- 
ficer to each 500 of personnel has been 


recommended. Such legislation is 
again recommended.

Sixth CA Notes 


THE Sixth CA training problem for 

large units, for the Winter of 1930- 
31, has been initiated by the issuance 
of general and special situations for the 
problem. For the purposes of the prob- 
lem, all troops of the corps area have 
been organized in a single instructional 
army, designated the Sixth Army, com- 
posed of two infantry corps, a cavalry 
corps, and auxiliary troops. The corps 
area commander, Maj. Gen. Frank Par- 
ker, will act as Sixth Army commander. 

This form of training was initiated 
last year for the purpose of training 
the higher commands and staffs of the 
Regular Army, National Guard and Or- 
ganized Reserve Divisions. It was de- 
signed to give officers belonging to the 
commands and staffs of the above units 
some conception of the operations of 
large units and of the problems con- 
fronting the higher command. 

The work this Winter contemplates 
two phases. First a defensive phase, 
to conduct which the army will issue 
its orders to the corps. They will in 
turn issue their orders to the divisions, 
and the divisions will then make the 
necessary plans and submit them to 
the corps for review. On this phase 
of the problem a conference will be 
held at corps area headquarters about 
the middle of February. For the sec- 
ond phase, the com.uanders and staffs 
of the two corps, the cavalry corps, and 
the six divisions will be assembled at 
area headquarters, in Chicago, about 
April 1, when the second phase will be 
solved. It is contemplated conducting 
the second phase as a map maneuver 
for a period of 24 hours.. 

In accordance with radio instructions 
from the Secretary of War, the corps 
area commander has been in conference 
with the State authorities of Ilinois 
and with Governor Emerson’s unem- 
ployment commission with a view to 
giving assistance by the Army in the 
use of Army cots and blankets in the 
present unemployment situation.

REP. BLANTON WOULD EMPLOY SERVICES AS PROHIBITION AIDS 
R=: BLANTON of Texas, has introduced two joint resolutions into the 
House with the object of aiding in the “Great Experiment,” and of giving 
some occupation to the Army, the Navy, and the Marines, “upon whose hands,” 
the Texan exclaims, “the monotonous routine of peace time always hangs 
heavily...” 


One resolution would constitute it cause for impeachment and removal from 
office, and dishonorable discharge from the service, and discharge from Gov- 
ernment employment, respectively, for any executive officer, member of the 
judiciary, Senator, Representative in Congress, officer or enlisted man in the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps, to purchase intoxicating liquors from a “boot- 
legger,” or in any way violate, or conspire to violate the eighteenth amendment. 


The second resolution would authorize the President to use and employ the 
Army and Navy, the militia of the several States, and the resources of the Gov- 
ernment in suppressing all smuggling into the United States of intoxicating 
liquors, aliens and narcotics, and “to suppress the insubordinate rebellion now 
being waged by those in authority in several States and large cities against 
fundamental laws of the Republic.” 


The word “bootlegger” is not clearly defined, Rep. Blanton saying, “As that 
term is commonly understood.” The insubordinate rebellin, it seems, is the con- 
tinual ignoring of the Eighteenth Amendment “in certain States, and in certain 
large cities like New York, Chicago, Baltimore and Philadelphia.” 





USE OF MILITARY TITLE RESTRICTED 
AMY regulations that now prohibit Army officers from using or permitting 
the use of their military titles in connection with commercial enterprises 
of any kind, have been further supplemented by the War Department. 


Officers are now prohibited from engaging in or permitting their names to 
be connected with any activity, participation in which is incompatible with the 
status of an officer of the Army. 


In disapproving the use of military titles in connection with commercial en- 
terprises the War Department states that such titles are conferred upon indi- 
viduals for miliary purposes, and their use as a commercial asset may subject 
the individual officer concerned and the military service in general to unfav- 
orable criticism, which, even if unmerited, is deemed by the War Department to 
be inadvisable and unnecessary.

WOULD NAME DIRIGIBLE “MONTEREY” 
GENATOR SHORTRIDGE of California recently communicated with the Sec- 
retary of the Navy proposing that one of the two dirigibles under construc- 
tion for the Navy be named the “Monterey.” The Senator called attention to the 
fact that the first capital of the State of California bore the name of Monterey 
and that it would be a name, he felt, that would be acceptable not only to Cali- 
fornia but to the people in other parts of the United States. 


Under date of December 16 the Senator received a report from the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy for Aeronautics stating that the name of “Monterey” is 
under consideration by the Department and that he would advise the Senator as 
to a final decision regarding the naming of the dirigibles. 





COMMITTEE HOLDS HEARINGS ON ARMY BAND BILL 

HEARINGS on the Army band bill, S. 1011, were held in executive session this 

week by a sub-committee of the Military Committee of the House, and ad- 
journed with no final action being decided on, or a date set for another meeting. 
The bill which has already passed the Senate, provides for commissioned rank 
for band leaders. A chief bandmaster would be appointed from among the “ex- 
perienced Army bandmasters of the service” by the Secretary of War, and would 
have the “assimilated rank, pay and allowances of a major while so serving,” 
according to the terms of the measure. Present warrant officer band leaders 
would become bandmasters under the bill and would “be entitled to the same 
benefits in respect to pay, allowances and retirements as are applicable to com- 
missioned officers of the various grades to which they are assimilated with.” They 
would rank with second lieutenants when having less than three years service, 
first lieutenants up to ten years service and with over ten years service would 
rank with captains. Previous band leader service would be credited toward fix- 
ing the rank of the bandmasters. 





HOUSE COMMITTEE REPORTS ARMY RATION BILL 

REPRESENTATIVE JAMES’ Army ration bill, which would put in the statute 

books the present articles of the ration and repeal the authority of the Presi- 
dent to prescribe what they shall be, was ordered reported to the House this week 
by the Military Committee of that body. The War Department is “strongly 
opposed” to the measure, for it would make it very difficult to alter the present 
ration, which can now be done by Presidential order. Amendments exempting the 
provisions of law for special rations for the Military Academy, Organized Re- 
serve Training Camps, flying cadets, and hospitals, and to allow purchase of resale 
articles by commissary officers with money saved from funds allowed for buying 
the components of the ration, are to be attached to the bill before it is reported. 
No further action is expected on the measure during this Congress. 





NAVY TO PURCHASE AN AUTOGIRO 
EGOTIATIONS are almost complete for the purchase by the Navy of a Pit- 
cairn Autogiro, for experimental purposes. The machine would be a little 
larger than the original models. It is scheduled for delivery about May, and will 
be tested at the Naval Air Station, Anacostia, D. C. 


The possibilities of this new type of plane are very great. Such a plane 
would be able to land on the deck of a small vessel, and would obviate the dan- 
ger of a serious crash in case of a foreed landing in rough country. It would be 
used largely as an observation plane, and not for combat. 


_ The autogiro has a large four-vaned device mounted over the plane. The 
air causes it to turn, as in the case of a small pin-wheel. There is a clutch con- 
necting this to the motor for use in starting, otherwise it runs independent, of 
the motor. The device permits landing at extremely low speeds, and it has been

more College and American trustee of the Rhodes Scholarships. : 


Those named from West Point are Charles H. Bonesteel, 3rd; Edwin M. ~ 
Parker and Lawrence H. Rodgers. Bonesteel, who was born in New York, was 
appointed at large to the Military Academy, and admitted July 1, 1917. Parker, 
who also was born in New York, was appointed to the Academy from Utah 
Senator Smoot, and was admitted July 1, 1918. Rodgers was born in Idaho, 
appointed from Wyoming by Representative Winter, and admitted to the Acad- 
emy July 1, 1917.

ARMY PARTIAL-PAYMENTS PROVIDE CHRISTMAS FUNDS 


PROVISION has been made by the War Department so that enlisted men may 
have money for Christmas. Authority has been granted corps area com- 
manders to authorize finance officers to make partial payments any time after 
the 10th of December to enlisted men. The partial payment will be in even dol- 
lars in an amount not exceeding the amount of accrued pay due over and above 
the total of allotments, forfeitures and other charges for the current month. 





LEGION OPPOSES COMBINING PAY AND PROMOTION 


QPPOSITION to the combining of pay and promotion is expressed by the 

American Legion in the program of its National Defense Committee as laid 
before President Hoover. “It is the sense of this committee,” the President was 
told, “that the question of pay and promotion for the several services should not 
be combined. We favor in principle, the Inter-departmental Board Report on in- 
creased pay.” 

The Legion appointed a committee to study the pay and promotion. Those 
named to the committee were William P. Meteadiae ematin Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce for Air; Col. D. John Markey of Frederick, Md., and Maj. 
Gen. Amos A. Fries, formerly Chief of the Chemical Warfare Service. 

_ The Legion committee also told the President that they are in favor of 
building the Navy by 1936 up to the strength authorized in the London Treaty. 
Opposition to the Williamson bill, providing for the creation of a single De- 
partment of National Defense, also was expressed in the program. The com- 
mittee recommended that the Army appropriation bill authorize an average 
strength of the Regular Army officers of 12,001 the increase of 200 to be allottted 
to the Air Corps, and an enlisted strength of 125,000 exclusive of Air Corps 
increments and the Philippine Scouts.

ECRETARY OF THE NAVY 
CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS 
has ordered that construction and re- 
pair work at major Navy yards be 
undertaken immediately from current 
appropriations in order to forestall the 
discharge of employees or to provide 
employment for former employees.

Navy Dental Notes 


HE Journal of the American Den- 
tal Association for December, 1930, 
carries the address of Adm. C. E. 
Riggs, Surgeon General of the Navy, 
read at the second general meeting of 
the seventy-first annual session of the 
American Dental Association held re- 
cently in Washington, D. C. This ad- 
dress will be read with interest by all 
dental officers. The Surgeon General 
outlined in his address the purposes 
and ideals of dentistry and the ad- 
vantages accruing to humanity through 
the cooperation of physicians and den- 
tal surgeons in the elimination of dis- 
ease. Adm. Riggs noted the present 
trend of rapid advancement in den- 
tistry in his address and predicted 
the continuance of dental progress. 

A valuable contribution to the prac- 
tice of dental and oral surgery in the 
Navy was made recently, through the 
establishment of an 18-bed oral sur- 
gical ward at Naval Hospital, New 
York. This ward is designated in that 
hospital as F-1 Dental. The necessity 
for the establishment of this ward is 
shown by the fact that 32 fractured 
mandible cases, in addition to many 
other surgical cases were treated at 
this hospital, during the last fiscal year. 

The next class of instruction at the 
Naval Dental School is scheduled to 
begin on Feb. 15, 1931. Five dental of- 
ficers and 25 hospital corpsmen will re- 
ceive instruction during this course. 
The course will be of five and one-half 
months’ duration.

ECAUSE he was only 16 years old 
when commissioned in the Idaho 

National Guard, Lt. Comdr. Joseph Le- 
rey Neilson, USN, commander of Sub- 
marine Division 3, may not receive 
credit for pay purposes for the time 
he served in the National Guard, ac- 
cording to a decision of the Comptrol- 
ler General made public this week, 
The law provides that for longevity 
pay purposes officers may include in 
their computations “75 percentum of 
all other periods of time during which 
they have held commissions as officers 
of the Organized Militia between Jan. 
21, 1903, and July 1, 1916.” But the 
Comptroller General goes back to an 
act of 1903 which defines the militia 
as those between 18 and 45 years of 
age, and holds therefore that those 
less than 18 years old are not in thé 
Militia within the meaning of the law.

A desperate Navy football team 
played inspired football to hold the 
powerful Army team scoreless for three 
quarters in Yankee Stadium, New York 
City last Saturday, only to see Ray 
Stecker gallop 57 yards for the six 
point margin that meant victory for 
the cadets. An estimated crowd of 
70,000, including many notables, viewed 
the game. Some $600,000 were taken 
in through the turnstiles and turned 
over to the Salvation Army for the re- 
lief of the unemployed. 

In the fourth quarter, with only 10 
minutes left to play, a cadet team that 
had already been balked of-a score 
several times, cleared the way for 
Stecker’s scintillating dash. Bowman, 
Army quarterback took Bowstrom’s 30 
yard punt on his own 35 yard line and 
returned it 11 yards to the 44 yard 
marker. On the next play, Stecker took 
the ball, sped through a hole off tackle, 
eluded the secondary defense and 
sprinted the rest of the way to the goal. 

Twice in the first quarter Army car- 
ried the oval to within scoring distance 
of the Navy goal line, but they couldn’t 
punch it over. Both times Stecker’s 
passes were grounded in the end zones, 
giving the ball to the Middies. 

Navy threatened but once, in the 
fourth quarter, when Bowman fumbled 
a punt, and Byng, Navy’s fine end, re- 
covered on the Army’s 25 yard line. 
Four times Navy passes were knocked 
down by alert Army backs. After this 
vain effort the Middies seemed to 
crumple up and Army drove almost to 
the Middies’ goal line before the latter 
stiffened to take the ball. Shortly 
thereafter the game ended. 

Army made 12 first downs to Navy’s 
8, and gained 182 yards to Navy’s 63 
through the line. Army attempted 18 
passes, completing 7 for a total of 56 
yards. Navy attempted 14 passes and 
completed 3 gaining 23 yards. Navy 
fumbled four times to Army’s three. 

In the line Byng and Steffanides, ends 
Bowstrom, tackle, and Tuttle, center, 
played a great game for the Navy. 
Kirn was the star of the backfield. 
For Army Stecker was the individual 
star, being ably abetted by Bowman 
and Kilday in the backfield, and Hum- 
ber and Price in the line.

ARMY-NAVY GRIDMEN LAUDED 
Another—and possibly the last—Army- 
Navy football game is history. De- 
served praise has been paid to both 
teams from many sources, for the 
courage and spirit shown in Yankee 
Stadium last Saturday, when Army 
barely nosed out a fighting Navy team, 
6-0. Tribute is paid to the teams and 
their individual members by coaches 
and football experts. 

According to the New York Times 
Maj. Sasse, Army coach, paid his team 
one of the finest tributes ever spoken 
of a football team, when he said: 

“‘For absolute unselfiishness of 
spirit I have never seen a bunch like 
this one. It has made a better man 
of me to be with them and it has been 
inspiration to work with them.’” 

The same paper quotes Bill Ingram, 
Navy coach, as follows: 

“I’m delighted with the fight the 
boys showed. I’m just tickled to death 
with them. It was fight, fight, fight 
from the start and the Navy can feel 
proud of the game our boys put up. 

“ “We were overpowered by a bigger 
and stronger team. But they can’t 
say heads down to me. To the con- 
it’s heads up. I’m proud of 


And Comdr. Frederick G. Reinicke, 
graduate manager of athletics at An- 
napolis, held the same opinion as In- 
gram, “‘It was a great game, and we 
can feel proud of our men.’” 

The New York World stated, “Com- 
menting after the game, Knute 
Rockne, Notre Dame coach, declared 
that Steckers’ run was one of the best 
he ever saw. He also had great praise 
for the Army line.” 

They then quote him, “‘The Navy 
made a fine bid to even the score in 
the last period, but brilliant as was 
their attempt they found the Army de- 
fense impenetrable.’ ” 

W. O. McGeehan, in the New York 
Herald Tribune, said: 

“The lads who expected to see a 
grudge fight were disappointed bitter- 
ly. It was as hard and clean a game 
as any played during the season just 
past or in any other season.” 

Later in his column, Mr. McGeehan 
said: 

“But there never was a sign of un- 
necessary roughness. The cadets and 
midshipmen played football. It was 
not scintillating football such as has 
been staged, but it was good, hard and 
clean football.” 

Grantland Rice, in the Washington, 
D. C., Evening Star, said: 

“Beating the Navy was no easy job 
Saturday. The Army met an up and 
coming line-up, which played itself out 
against a bigger, better line—a line 
that is just about as good as any set 
of forwards 1930 football can show. 
Only one first down out of its total 
of three by rushing on the Navy’s part, 
with some high-class backs lugging the 
ball—Kirn, Gannon and others—shows 
just how good this Army line is. And 
when you have the stronger line, you 
have a jump on the enemy that can 
rarely be overcome. 

“The Navy did extremely well under 
the circumstances, and only the agility 
of Ray Stecker gave the Army its 
chance to cash in-on a superior power, 
shown by its 13 first downs against 
Navy’s three.” 

John F. (Chick) Meehan, head foot- 
ball coach at New York University, in 
the Washington, D. C., Herald, says: 

“Kirn seemed to be the outstanding 
back for Navy, while Stecker and Bow- 
man were the stars for the Army. 
Herb looked like a fine fake-bucker, al- 
though he never could quite get into 
the clear.”

are laboring. We had hoped that Congress, as a gift justly due, would have 
given substantial evidence of its interest in National Defense by pressing the 
pay increase bill toward enactment. Progress has been slow, with nation-wide 
depression acting as a brake. The sole satisfaction to be found in the situation 
is that Congress feels it must do something in response to the public sentiment 
that prevails. Just what that “something” will be we cannot forecast, since the 
leaders in Congress, themselvs, do not know. But we can assure the Services 
that the Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff are earnestly pressing for 
action. From their efforts, as well as those of Senator Reed and Congressman 
James, we expect some kind of legislation before the expiration of the session 
on March 4, 





E WILL PUBLISH THE REPORT of the Inter-departmental Pay Board 

in an issue next month. Whatever differences of opinion may develop re- 
garding the Board’s promotion recommendations, the country can be assured that 
the Services will prove united in support of the pay increase proposals. The lat- 
ter comprehend the active and retired lists, both officers and enlisted men, as 
they should. The people generally are well aware that this effort to obtain 
adequate pay is not confined to one class. The men should and will be taken 
care of, just as the officers should and will be, and it is this blanket aspect of 
the Board’s deliberate judgment which assures the hearty support of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. To seek to make it appear that the enlisted men are 
to be sidetracked is to do a great disservice to a cause designed to provide decent 
living conditions for all. We cannot stress too strongly that the commissioned 
personnel is as earnest for an increase in enlisted pay as it is for its own, for 
contentment among the enlisted men is most important for morale. We urge 
the eactment of the Inter-departmental Board’s pay bill. 





AP™. PRATT, CHIEF of Naval Operations, has confirmed what the Navy 
knew—that even though the construction authorized by the London Treaty 
were provided, still, because of the British Merchant Marine, the United States 
would not be in a position of parity with the British Empire. How much 
greater will be the disparity now that it is practically certain that the ships 
permitted under the London Treaty will not be built? When the Treaty was 
signed and undergoing ratification in the Senate, the country was assured by 
its defenders that it would make America Britain’s equal upon the seas. Sena- 
tors Hale and Johnson demonstrated to the contrary, but so well organized was 
the propaganda which was emitted that their views were disregarded. It was 
further believed that the London Treaty would put an end to competition. In 
this connection we note the press reports that the British Leander type, laid down 
in September, is to displace about 6,700 tons, carry eight 6-inch guns, with a 
maximum elevation of 70 degrees; four 4-inch antiaircraft guns, and six 21-inch 
torpedo tubes, and attain a speed of 35 knots. The new American cruisers will 
be built in order to achieve superiority over the British Leander. Thus there 
will be competition in types, and costs will mount. Disarmament, as Ambassa- 
dor Gibson pointed out at Geneva, has insurmountable hurdles. 





"THE DISCOVERER OF that mystifying theory known as relativity, Prof. Al- 

bert Einstein, comes to America as the exponent of “militant pacifism,” and 
proclaims the desirability of what he terms a “war resistance fund.” Our senti- 
ments in regard to the professor were well expressed by the Washington Post, 
which said: , 

“Prof. Einstein came to America widely heralded as a wizard of mathe- 
matics and science. No one thought of him as a humorist or satirist. But ap- 
parently he has decided to lay weighty matters aside and indulge in extravaganza 
while here.” 

Perhaps, too, the professor, concerned by the disarmament of his native 
country as a result of the Versailles Treaty, wants the other nations to be equally 
helpless. What a great reputation in Germany he would enjoy if he contributed 
to the adoption of pacifistic principles abroad? Perhaps the eminent doctor 
wants to be a politician as well as a scientist. 





PRESIDENT HOOVER has lost out in his effort to induce the Senate to ratify 

the World Court protocols during the short session. Partly because of 
opposition to the entrance of the United States into the League of Nations through 
what is described as the “back door,” and partly because of the realization that 
legislation, including appropriation bills, would be prevented, thus necessitating 
an extra session, the Senate Foreign Relations Committee decided to postpone 
action in the matter until next December. This decision is welcome, since it 
gives time to consider measures of great importance to the Services. In view 
of the way the people have spoken on the League and in some of the States on 
the question of adherence to the Courts, it would seem that the President was 
ill advised to recommend ratification. The prediction is made at the Capitol that 
if Mr. Hoover insists upon action, he will suffer the rejection of another of 


- his proposals.

Count Bismarck’s threat of annexing 
Luxembourg may end in fixing a 
basis for the reestablishment of peace. 

The great excitement of the week 
was an attack made by Senator Sum- 
ner upon the San Domingo annexation 
scheme. His speech took the form of 
a severe attack on the President him- 
self. 
Gen. Hancock’s board organized for 
the purpose of weeding out dissolute 
and incompetent officers, has accom- 
plished but little.

Congressional Review 


(Continued from First Page) 
sional Pay Committee. On the other 
hand, the members of that committee, 
as well as the House generally, realize 
that they cannot afford to disregard 
the demands of organized labor, busi- 
ness, patriotic societies and the press 
in behalf of the Services, and that some 
action must be taken which at least 
will demonstrate that their views have 
been considered. 

The debate in the House on the In- 
terior Department Appropriation bill 
contains passages which show that 
Congress is fully alive to ving costs, 
and which apply with greater force to 
the Service than to the classified em- 
ployes. Here are a few of them: 

Mr. LaGuardia: The gentleman from 
Indiana (Mr. Wood) made the most 
astounding statement that his amend- 
ment was justified because the cost of 
living had decreased 30 per cent. Has 
your rent gone down 30 per cent, has 
the price of clothes gone down 30 per 
cent, has food gone down 30 per cent? 
Not at all. 

Mr. Frear: We increased our salaries 
from $7,500 to $10,000, and yet we are 
asked to refuse to do for these people 
what we did for ourselves. The reason- 
ing in our pay raise applies equally to 
them—the changed value of the dollar. 
The industrial depression cannot be 
cured by depriving the common man of 
a living wage. 

In short, there is plenty of argument 
to back up the proposal to increase pay, 
and a recognition that the argument is 
based upon fact; but there is a strong 
undercurrent against any appropria- 
tions apt to augment the estimated 
Treasury deficit next June. The Senate, 
for example, has passed a drought re- 
lief bill appropriating $60,000,000, the 
House reduced this sum to $30,000,000. 
The House and Senate are agreed upon 
a general relief measure of $116,000,000, 
and not $150,000,000, as presented by 
the President. Wherever it is possible, 
the pruning knife, turned into an axe, 
is being employed. 

The struggle between the two Houses 
over appropriations is receiving the 
greatest attention, so much so that 
members of Service Committees are 
giving little consideration to the meas- 
vres important for the relief of the 
Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps. 
Another bar to such consideration is 
the Muscles Shoals measure. The Con- 
ferees of the two Houses still are 
wrangling with respect to its provi- 
sions, and an agreement is more or less 
uncertain. If there should be disagree- 
ment, then the conference will be dis- 
charged and new Conferees will be 
named, and in this case Congressman 
James will be chairman of the House 
representatives. His thorough knowl- 
edge of this subject would facilitate 
an agreement. In the meantime, his 
time is being taken up with talks on 
the subject with the House Conferees 
and members of the House. Necessa- 
rily, this affects committee meetings. 
There is no chance of anything of gen- 
eral Service importance being done by 
the House Military Committee, until 
after the holidays. By that time, it is 
expected the Muscles Shoals matter will 
be settled, either in the form of an 
agreement or a request for a new con- 
ference. 

The House Naval Committee has 
confined its sessions to the Naval ma- 
terial increase program. The Senate 
Service Committees have been more or 
less inactive. Some private bills have 
been reported, and that is all. 

During the week, two members of the 
Senate, who have rendered valuable 
service to the Army, the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps, died. They are Senator 
Overman of North Carolina, who served 
on the Appropriations Committee, and 
Senator Green of Vermont, who served 
on the Military Committee. Their suc- 
cessors have not yet been named. 








Replace Mine-Layers 


THE USS Lansdale and USS Luce,

Miriam Folger Walthall, beloved 
wife of Lt. ReRoy A. Walthall, AC, 
USA, Crissy Field, Presidio of San 
Francisco, passed away on the morn- 
ing of Dec. 11.

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Army Transportation 
(Foliowing is the fourth installment 
of a copyright paper prepared by Col. 
Brainerd Taylor, QMC, USA, for de- 
livery at the recent Transportation 
meeting of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers.) 


(THERE are five (5) natural echelons 

of maintenance. In each of these 
echelons there are three (3) distinctly 
different elements, namely, the person- 
nel, the shop and tool equipment, and 
automotive supplies. The organization 
of maintenance echelons will be as- 
signed to appropriate echelons of com- 
mand in accordance with their dis- 
tinctive characteristics of varying mo- 
bility and mass. Throughout the five 
echelons, the three elements—person- 
nel, equipment and supplies—will be 
graded in accordance with the charac- 
ter of maintenance to be performed, 
and within the limit of funds appropri- 
ated for pay of personnel, for shop 
maintenance, and for purchase of au- 
tomotive supplies. 

The functions and responsibilities in 
each of the five echelons of mainten- 
ance will be as follows: 

a.—ast echelon—Vehicle Operator’s 
Maintenance.—This will embrace clean- 
ing, lubricating, servicing, tightening 
(bolts and screws), in short, that daily 
attention that keeps a vehicle in per- 
fect mechanical order and in appear- 
ance up to military standards for well 
kept equipment. It will also include 
those emergency, roadside repairs such 
as are required of and can be accomp- 
lished by the driver, with his tool-kit 
and the spares usually carried on the 
vehicle, so that the vehicle can be con- 
tinued on its mission or returned to its 
organization. This is the same kind 
of maintenance required of every sol- 
dier to whom is issued a rifle. 

b.—2nd echelon—Fleet Operator’s 
Maintenance.—This will embrace peri- 
odic and systematic inspection by an 
officer and his assistants to insure 
thorough and constant vehicle and 
fleet maintenance with enforcement and 
correction of the 1st echelon’s work. 
The 1st and 2nd echelons together will 
form “preventive maintenance” for 
which the officer in immediate command 
of the fleet is directly responsible. The 
repairs undertaken will be limited to 
those which can be accomplished by 
company personnel with the assistance 
of the company mechanic and his tools, 
and the company’s stock of spares as 
prescribed by War Department publi- 
cations. All post, camp and station 
commanders and commanding officers 
of military organizations having motor 
transport equipment, are responsible 
for 1st and 2nd echelon maintenance. 
This is the same kind of maintenance 
required of every company and post 
commander connected with Saturday 
morning and monthly inspections, re- 
quired for the upkeep of all military 
personnel and equipment. 

c.—3rd echelon—Unit Replacement.— 
This contemplates a removal of an un- 
serviceable unit assembly in which a 
sub-assembly or part needs a repair and 
immediate replacement thereof by a 
similar serviceable unit assembly held 
in 8rd echelon stock or to be obtained 
from 4th or 5th echelon stocks of spare 
units in rear. Unit replacement will 
be practiced in all cases unless it is 
unmistakably obvious that a minor re- 
pair or replacement of a sub-unit as- 
sembly .or part is all that. is required 
and that this repair or replacement can 
be made without removal of the unit 
assembly from the vehicle or without 
disassembly of the unit, and that the 
supplies required are on hand or 
quickly and readily obtainable. 

8rd echelon maintenance further con- 
templates organization of unit replace- 
ment shops, in all large pools of motor 
vehicles, or at replacement centers es- 
tablished in Corps Areas and Depart- 
ments relative to a number of small 
fleets operating at comparatively near- 
by posts, camps and stations. It pos- 
itively does not contemplate practice 
of unit replacement in small military 
units or at posts, camps and stations 
at which are located small motor trans- 
port fleets not authorized to operate 
in the 8rd echelon of maintenance. Be- 
fore undertaking or authorizing opera- 
tion in the 3rd echelon of maintenance 
at any post, camp or station or within 
any military organization, a Corps 
Area or Department Commander will 
assure himself of the existence of all 
three elements of 3rd echelon mainten- 
ance, especially the required automo- 
tive supplies described in a War De- 
partment circular. 

In undertaking or authorizing 3rd 
echelon work where such work is not 
contemplated in the regular set-up, a 
commander will consider the following: 

(t1)—The mechanical personnel. must 
be capable of performing the contem- 





plated work without damage to vehicle 
or assemblies. 

(2)—The shop and tool equipment 
required for the work must be on hand 
at the location where the work is to be 
done. 

(3)—The spare unit assemblies, 
spare sub-assemblies or spare parts 
required in the work contemplated 
must be in immediate stock at 
the place where the work is to be 
command to which the 4th echelon 
lon of automotive supply or from some 
other 3rd echelon stock in the vicinity. 
This availability must be established 
as certain before removal of an un- 
serviceable unit assembly from a ve- 
hicle for the purpose of repair is jus- 
tified. 

d.—4th echelon—Unit Repair.—This 
will embrace the “tear down” and re- 
pair of any or all unit assemblies which 
are used in the motor vehicles of thé 
command to which the 4th echelon 
unit repair shop is assigned. 4th eche- 
lon work contemplates a balanced per- 
sonnel organization composed of the 
various types of mechanics, classified 
and qualified in accordance with the 
various trades, i. e., electricians, weld- 
ers, engine repairers, carpenters, paint- 
ers, upholsterers, etc., required to re- 
pair the various unit assemblies of the 
motor vehicles involved. It contem- 
plates the organization, operation and 
maintenance of shops of the various 
types used in the trades referred to 
above and it also contemplates the ex- 
tensive supply of spare unit assemblies, 
sub-assemblies and spare part required 
in unit repair operation. In all 4th 
echelon shops the three essential ele- 
ments, i. e., trade classified personnel, 
the shop and tool equipment and the 
required supplies must be in balance, 
in accordance with minimum require- 
mets established by the Quarter- 
master General. 

4th echelon unit repair shops will be 
organized, maintained and operated un- 
der the jurisdiction of Corps Area 
Commanders. These shops will ordi- 
narily be operated by motor repair 
organizations of the Quartermaster 
Corps in accordance with the unit re- 
pair and unit replacement system. As 
a‘rule, these shops will be concerned 
only with the repair of unit assemblies 
and sub-assemblies. When the repair 
of a vehicle or vehicles is imposed 
upon the 4th echelon shop, it will re- 
move and replace unserviceable unit 
assemblies in accordance with 3rd eche- 
lon principles and practice, absorbing 
the unit repair work in its normal op- 
erations. 

There should always be, however, 
physical separation between 3rd and 
4th echelon operations because of the 
distinctly different objectives involved. 
The objective of a 3rd echelon shop is 
to return vehicles to service in a serv- 
iceable condition as quickly as possible. 
The objective of a 4th echelon shop 
is good shop organization, a smooth 
running program with work of first- 
class quality and a high rate of produc- 
tion in view, measured in terms of the 
number of unit assemblies repaired and 
returned to stock each month. 

4th echelon shops will reclaim all 
serviceable unit assemblies, sub-assem- 
blies and spare parts from motor ve- 
hicles and motor transport equipment 
authorized by the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral for reclamation. 

In the operation of 4th echelon shops 
the work of repair of unit assemblies 
and sub-assemblies will be balanced 
with Corps Area requirements on the 
one hand and the capacity of 4th eche- 
lon shops to turn out such required 
repairs on the other hand. In this 
connection, 4th echelon shops ‘should 
evacuate work beyond their capacity 
of 5th echelon shops to which they 
may be assigned for supply. 

e—5th echelon—Reconstruction.— 
This will embrace, in addition to repair 
and manufacture, the reclamation and 
salvage of motor vehicles, unit assem- 
blies and sub-assemblies in order to 
replenish stocks from uneconomically 
repairable vehicles, which, nevertheless, 
constitute a source of free supply of 
serviceable or economically repairable 
unit assemblies, sub-assemblies and 
parts. It also includes asembling of 
unit, sub-units and vehicles. Whereas 
a large percentage of supplies of the 
4th echelon is in spare unit assemblies 
and sub-assemblies, the supplies of the 
5th echelon must embrace every indi- 
visible part of such assemblies sub-as- 
semblies and the raw materials, i. e., 
steel, copper, alloys, wood, cloth, 
leather, wire, acid, paints, etc., essen- 
tial to automotive remanufatcure. 

The 5th echelon requires the organi- 
zation, operation and maintenance of 
extensive establishments composed of 
various trade shops and the warehouses 
that are absolutely immobile and sim- 
ilar in character to manufacturing es- 
tablishments in commerce, where motor

vehicles, unit assemblies and accesso- 
ries are originally fabricated. This 
echelon of maintenance is the special 
responsibility of the Quartermaster 
General, under the direction of the 
Secretary of War. It will be performed 
at specially organized depots, as di- 
rected by the Quartermaster General. 

5th echelon shops will cooperate in 
every way with 4th and 3rd echelon 
shops assigned to them for supply so 
as to accomplish, between the three 
echelons, the work of unit repair and 
unit replacement. 65th echelon shops 
will endeavor to maintain a smooth 
flow of supplies and reserve stocks 
through both the 4th and 3rd echelons. 
Whenever 4th and 3rd echelon work 
is imposed upon 5th echelon shops, 
such work will be performed in accord- 
ance with the principles and practices 





of 3rd and 4th echelon shops. A phy- 


sical separation, however, between 3rd 
echelon work of unit replacement and 
the higher echelons of unit repair and 
unit reconstruction should always be 
maintained, to protect 4th and 5th 
echelon shops against the loss of man 
labor hours that always attends the 
repair of specific motor vehicles. As- 
signment of special priorities, being 
inconsistent with the organization and 
operation of shop programs, will be 
avoided as much as possible in 4th and 
5th echelon shops. This will be ac- 
complished by assigning priorities to 
8rd echelon-shops and keeping such 
shops stocked with spare units with 
which to turn out quick repairs and 
overhauls in response to the orders es~ 
tablishing priorities. 


The echelonment of maintenance 
functions described herein is in no 
sense different in principle from the 
echelons of maintenance existing in 
commercial practice. 


Each owner or driver of a motor 
vehicle practices 1st echelon. mainten- 
ance more or less. Every owner or 
manager of a small fleet of vehicles 
must practice 2nd echelon maintenance, 
much as it is described for Army prac- 
tices, else his cost of operation and 
maintenance will become a serious mat- 
ter. The 3rd echelon is represented by 
small local public repair shops and 
dealers who carry limited stocks of 
spare parts. The 4th echelon is rep- 
resented by the larger more centrally 
located shops and dealers and the man- 
ufacturers of unit assemblies, and the 
5th echelon is represented by the motor 
vehicle factories where vehicles, units 
and parts are originally fabricated. 
Many large fleet operators in commerce 
practice all five echelons of mainten- 
ance along the same lines as the Army 
and intermediate fleet operators oper- 
ate the first two or three and some of 
the functions of the 4th and 5th or 
they may find it more economical to 
let out all 4th and 5th echelon work. 


The five echelons are practiced just 
about the same in commerce as in the 
Army, but not under one authority or 
control, as a rule, and therefore the 
lines of demarkation and separation of 
functions cannot be so clearly defined 
as they have to be in military practice.

(Continued from First Page 
and Geodetic Survey and the 
Health Service. 

Returning to the view of the Joint 
Committee as to the Military Services, 
there is no doubt that a great deal of 
sympathy is felt for the plight of the 
junior officers of the Army and Navy, 
although that of the former is regard- 
ed as the worse; and the disposition 
exists to do something to equalize the 
pay of the non-commissioned, warrant 
and petty officers and enlisted men of 
the Services. 

It is not at all certain that the Mili- 
tary and Naval Committees of the two 
Houses will favor the recommendation 
of the Joint Committee. It is true the 
matter will go over into the next Con- 
gress, but the composition of the com- 
mittees will remain practically the 
same. -The committees held that pro- 
motion is solely one under their control 
and that to intermingle, the Army, the 
Navy, the Coast Guard, the Public 
Health Service and the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey will be to produce abor- 
tion. It is their opinion, so far as it 
has developed, that each committee 
should deal with the particular branch 
of the Government confided to its con- 
sideration. Should this opinion persist, 
then there will be a vigorous fight 
launched against the appointment of 
another Joint Committee. 

There is reason to believe that some 
effort to deal with the promotion ques- 
tion will be made by the Military and 
Naval Committees, and this possibly 
may open the way for action. 

In the meantime, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, the Chambers of 
Commerce, Patriotic Societies and the 
Press will be urged to insist that there 
be action at this session. As the Sec- 
retary of War has pointed out the need 
is great and present. Delay will not 
help contentment in the Services. 

“It looks to me,” said a Congres- 
sional authority in whose views the 
Services may have confidence, “that the 
Joint Committee is merely preparing 
to wash its hands of the entire subject 
of pay and promotion. Of course, this 
Congress cannot bind the next Con- 
gress. When the next Congress meets, 
it will be necessary, if the Joint Com- 
mittee idea is to prevail, to introduce 
resolutions in the Senate and House 
authorizing its adoption. In other 
words, we will start anew. Another 
course that might be followed is for the 
War Department to send up a bill cov- 
ering both subjects, which would be re- 
ferred to the Military Committees, or 
for bills to be introduced into the two 
Houses which would be referred to 
those committees. If the Joint Com- 
mittee makes the report indicated, then 
I see little hope for anything of any 
value at this session.”

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Promotion on Retirement 

RE?. HAROLD G. HOFFMAN, of 

New Jersey, member of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, has in- 
troduced a bill authorizing the promo- 
tion upon retirement of officers of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard, in recognition of World War 
and Spanish-American War service. 

In commenting on the bill, Mr. Hoff- 
man stated that section 1 would pro- 
vide for the promotion upon retirement 
of all officers of the Army, Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Coast Guard, who have 
attained or have passed their wartime 
rank. No officer would be promoted 
under this section to a rank higher 
than brigadier general or its equiva- 
lent. “This section,’ he said, “is in 
tended to partially correct the inequali- 
ties in wartime promotion that were es- 
pecially prevalent in the Army due to 
its poorly devised scheme of temporary 
promotions depending upon the recom- 
mendation of commanding officers, 
availability, good luck, etc., instead of 
upon past records and performance of 
duty. As a result of this lack of sys- 
tem, every annual class from 1900 to 
1916 had its officers serving in from 
three to five different ranks. The class 
of 1904 is typical. Officers of that 
class during the World War were dis- 
tributed in the ranks of major, lieu- 
tenant colonel, colonel and brigadier 
general. This disparity existed despite 
the fact that the efficiency of all offi- 
cers who entered the Service during 
the same calendar year varies very lit- 
tle. and is practically the same. Under 
the Act of June 21, 1930, officers upon 
retirement are promoted to their high- 
est wartime rank thus perpetuating the 
wartime discrimination against those 
officers who were victimized so un- 
justly by the lack of a proper system 
of promotion, but who served with such 
efficiency that many were decorated 
by our own, and by other governments, 
for outstanding and heroic service. 
They were decorated but not promoted. 

“Section 2 provides for the promo- 
tion of veterans of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War to the highest rank held by 
them during that war. The number 
affected is few. Perhaps the most out- 
standing case is that of Lt. Col. Charles 
King, USA, ret., of Wisconsin. This 
distinguished officer and author of note 
is now 86 years old, he was retired for 
wounds in the line of. duty in 1879, 
served as a brigadier general during 
the Spanish-American War, reverted 
to his regular rank of captain after 
that war, remained on active duty and 
served in the World War as a captain 
and a major. This is a fair sample of 
the Army’s system of wartime promo- 
tion. Republics are not ungrateful, 
they are merely forgetful, but not so 
forgetful as to require this gallant offi- 
cer to wait until he reaches the century 
mark before presenting him his right- 
fully earned commission as brigadier 
general on the retired list of the Army. 

“Section 2 will apply in the cases of 
officers with wartime service whose 
service is so outstanding as to merit 
the honor of the high appointment of 
chief of operations, chief of staff, ad- 
miral, vice admiral etc., only to be 
rewarded upon retirement by a demo- 
tion to one or two ranks lower. If the 
service of these officers is so distin- 
guished that, because of this recog- 
nized ability to meet the added re- 
sponsibility of higher commands, they 
were given such higher commands and 
rank, it is believed that these officers 
are at least entitled to the honor and 
recognition of the higher rank they 
earned. This rank was commensurate 
with their commands and their respon- 
sibilities and it is only fitting that 
they should be permitted to enjoy the 
fruits of their labors by holding this 
high rank on the retired list. 

“Section 1 and 2 will authorize the 
promotion of that small group of class 
B officers who were so unfortunately 
denied recognition under the Act of 
June 21, 1930. 

“Section 3 provides that officers pro- 
moted in recognition of wartime service 
will receive the retired pay of the rank 
to which promoted, the pay to be com- 
puted under the laws governing the 
various classes of retirements.” 

Representative Hoffman also intro- 
duced a bill providing for the promo- 
tion upon retirement of warrant officers 
and. enlisted men of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, who 
served as commissioned officers during 
the World War or Spanish-American 
War, whose service was creditable, to 
their wartime commissioned rank on 





the retired list of their respective ser- 
vice. 


Towa U. ROTC Troubles 
THE Military Department of the Uni- 

versity of Iowa has been the recip- 
inet of some unfavorable publicity, ac- 
cording to copies ot an exchange of cor- 
respondence between that office and in- 
terested civilians. The main point of 
the question seems to rest on whether 
compulsory military training during the 
freshman and sophomore years is ob- 
jectionable. 

An impartial survey of the military 
activities of the University of Io 
has been written by Harlan Miller 
printed in the Des Moines Sunday Reg- 
ister, Dec. 7. At the time*of this o! 
servation there was a meeting of the 
pacifist element of the university, to 
which all the students had been in- 
vited by announcement through the 
campus paper, according to Mr. Miller, 
Only seven collegians and a co-ed were 
present, and the organizer of the meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Miller describes a class of ad- 
vanced ROTC students receiving in- 
struction. The students answered the 
questions intelligently and interestedly, 

A letter from an interested civilian, 
directed to the president of the Univer. 
sity of Iowa, contains the belief that 
the present plan of compulsory military 
training during freshman and sopho- 
more years is very desirable, practical, 
and scientific. 

Another letter, written to the editor 
of the Parent-Teachers’ Official Pub- 
lication, Sioux City, Iowa, by Harry B, 
Jenkinson, B.S., M.D., contains the fok 
lowing extracts: 

“IT am writing to take exception te 
the article on Compulsory Military 
Training in the December issue of your 
magazine. By way of introduction, I 
wish to state that I am a practicing 
physician and a member of no military 
organization, that I served nearly two 
years in active service in the World 
War, and that I am thoroughly famil- 
iar with the horrors of war. No one in 
your group is more opposed to war 
than I. 

“If those who are not familiar with 
military training would visit the mili- 
tary depots of our State schools, see 
the splendid work that is being done, 
and talk with the young men them- 
selves, I am sure that many would be 
as enthusiastic over the work as are 
the parents of these young men, who 
have investigated for themselves. 

“As a student, I took both compul- 
sory military training and physical 
education with my regular schedule, 
and feel each has its own definite place, 
My two growing boys in the grades 
are certainly going to receive military 
education, as no other course of study 
gives the same training in disciplin 
manlines, consideration for others, an 
self-control. Military education in our 
State schools ig also a part of the Gov- 
ernment’s general plan for National 
Defense.” 

An excerpt from a letter written by 
an alumnus of the University of Iowa, 
Mr. Maurice Cahill, follows: 

“As an alumnus of the State Univer- 
sity of Iowa, I wish to extend my con- 
gratulations to the loyal Iowa students, 
who are members of the ROTC, upon 
the attitude shown by them in failing 
to be interested in the speech of thé 
young gentleman who recently appear- 
ed in Iowa City, under the aus ices of 
the National Committee on Militarism 
in Education.” 


Test Medal Clad Airship 


WEPRESENTATIVES from the De- 
troit Aircraft Corporation visited 
the U. S. Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, 
N. J., this week, for inspection of the 
Navy’s metal-clad airship, the ZMC-2. 
This experimental dirigible was con- 
structed by the Detroit Aircraft Cor- 
poration for the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
Navy Department. Metal samples were 
taken from the airship and will be sub- 
mitted to scientific tests for analysis of 
deterioration and tensile strength. 

The ZMC-2Z was delivered to the Navy 
in September, 1929. Along with two 
non-rigid airships, the J-3 and J-4, it 
forms the lighter-than-air training 
squadron ZN at Lakehurst, and has 
been extensively employed on training 
and experimental flights. 

These structural tests are routine in 
nature in order that a running record 
of the airship may be recorded and all 

rtinent data obtained on this type of 
ighter-than-air craft. _

Special Reserve Urged 

BILL has been introduced in the 

House which would offer relief to 
the unemployed by amending the Na- 
tional Defense Act so as to organize 
a Special Army Reserve, in which un- 
employed men to the number of 250,000 
could enlist for not more than one year. 

The Special Army Reserve would 
constitute a reserve component of the 
Regular Army. The men embodied in 
this reserve would be men of good 
character, between the ages of 18 and 
45, and physically fit for the duties of 
a soldier. 

The enlisted personnel of the Special 
Army Reserve would receive the pay 
and allowances of enlisted men of the 
Regular Army, on active duty of like 
grades, ratings, and qualifications. 

These men would be given the oppor- 
tunity to study and receive instruc- 
tions along educational lines of such 
character as to enable them to return 
to civilian life better equipped for in- 
dustrial, commercial and general busi- 
ness occupations. 

In the event of a national emergency 
the President could order these men 
into active service for the unexpired 
term of their enlistments. 

In the event of the death of a mem. 
ber of the Special Army Reserve, while 
on active duty in military service, the 
heirs or designated beneficiaries of the 
deceased would receive any sums to 
which the deceased would be entitled 





to upon discharge from the Regular | 


Army. Members of this reserve would 
become eligible to the benefits of the 
general pension law only through dis- 
ability incurred in line of duty. 

The Secretary of War would be em- 
powered to permit the discharge of a 
member of this reserve prior to the ex- 
piration of the one-year enlistment pe- 
riod, if he should submit satisfactory 
evidence that upon discharge, he would 
be assured of immediate occupation in 
civilian life. ? 

Necessary funds for this project 
would be appropriated from money in 
the Treasury. 


Maj. McLeod Appointed 


Detroit—Maj. Clarence J. McLeod, 
member of Congress representing the 
Thirteenth Congressional District of 
Michigan, has been appointed a mem- 
ber of the Council of National Defense, 
Detroit Board of Commerce, Col. Wal- 
ter C. Cole, Chairman of the Council, 
announced this week. 

Maj. McLeod has been one of the 
most ardent supporters in Congress of 
an adequate and balanced system of 
National Defense and veteran legisla- 
tion. During the World War he at- 
tended the Aviation Ground School at 
Cornell University and later served in 
the Military Intelligence Section of the 
War Department. He now holds a 
commission as major in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. 


Would Dispose of Ships 


A NAVY Department letter, directed 

to the Speaker of the House, em- 
bodies a proposed bill to dispose of 
certain vessels, in conformity with the 
treaty for the limitation and reduction 
of naval armament. 

The proposed bill would authorize 
the President to dispose of such capital 
ships as he may deem proper, and to 
convert and make necessary repairs to 
the USS Wyoming, to a training ship, 
and the USS Utah to a target ship. 
The conversion and repair of the first 
would not be allowed to exceed $510,- 
000, and the second, not more than 
$296,000. No appropriation would be 
necessary for scrapping any vessels, 
for the sale of the scrapped material 
would exceed the cost of scrapping.

CCORDING to recent morning 

stock letters from E. A. Pierce 
and Co., when the market has shown 
activity on the down side, followed by 
a show of resistance, activity has al- 
most immediately diminished. 

Lately there have been times when 
it looked as if resistance were devel- 
oping, but volume, in a typical fashion, 
failed to substantiate the hope of 
recovery. Volume in all probability 
is the key to the market. If resistance 
should develop with undiminished 
volume, and be followed by recovery 
with about the same volume noted the 
last few days, it would probably mark 
the beginning of a technical recovery 
of good proportions. 

It seems that the market is ap- 
proaching a climax which will prob- 
ably be followed by a sharp technical 
recovery. Such a recovery would in 
all probability occur suddenly, and 
without advance indication.

Discover Relics 


A RECENT expedition to Zapatero 
Island and “Isla de Los Muertos” 
in Lake Nicaragua made by a group of 
officers and enlisted men under Lt. Col. 
D. I. Sultan, officer in Charge of the 
Nicaragua Canal Survey, discovered on 
the latter island archaeological evi- 
dences of an ancient Indian civilization 
in hieroglyphics carved in the rock of 
the island summit.

It is believed that the discovery on 
the “Isla de Los Muertos” is an original 
one and may be of great value in recon- 
structing the history of ancient Central 
America. The island is known as an 
ancient burial ground about which su- 
perstition survives; it is the only one 
in the Zapatero group which is wholly 
uninhabited by humans. However, it 
has no archaeological fame as has 
Zapatero itself where the well-known 
grave of idols is located.

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Navy Building Plans 
(Continued from First Page) 
mittee again questioned him about the 
desirability of the 8-inch gun cruiser 
over the 6-inch gun cruiser, a subject 
that seems to be always uppermost in 

their minds. 

Representative Hale (R.), of N. H., 
was interested in the advisability of 
trying out the experimental cruiser 
with flying deck in the 8-inch gun 
cruiser type. He was not convinced 
that this was prohibited by the Lon- 
don Treaty, believing that the limita- 
tion that carriers should not carry 
more than 6-inch guns, referred only 
to the regular carrier and not the car- 
Tier-cruiser asked for in the bill. 

Adm. Pratt, holding that they could 
not build a carrier of this character 
with 8-inch guns under the Treaty, 
nevertheless went into the merits of 
the two-gun ranges on carirers. 

“With heavy bombing planes for 
long distance attack and quick-firing 
6-inch guns for close-up work, the 
6-inch gun cruiser with a flying deck 

ives us a good vessel,” he stated. 
Our experience with the Lexington 
and Saratoga has shown us that the 
8-inch gun on a carrier is not what is 
desired.” 

Consideration has been given to the 
removal of the 8-inch guns on these 
two vessels, leaving them with only 
anti-aircraft guns, he indicated. 

Representative Woodruff (R.), of 
Mich., then wanted to know whether 
the Navy Department did not expect 
to scrap the two at some time in the 
future, in order that we could use up 
our tonnage in the more modern car- 
riers. 

This was not contemplated, Adm. 
Pratt answered, “as it will be some 
time before we are up to our tonnage 
limit in carriers.” The question of de- 
commissioning the Lexington and Sara- 
toga, however, was in view, he went 
on. Due to the cost of operating the 
carriers, they may be laid up and held 


in reserve when one or two of the new’ 


earriers have joined the fleet. 

“Both the Lexington and Saratoga 
would be of immense value during 
war,” he declared, “but as we have 
learned that we need a different type 
of carrier, it would be profitable to 

ut them in reserve when we are able 

carry on training and maneuvers 
with the new ones.” 

Representative Britten then intro- 
duced the subject of naval bases into 
the discussion, asking Adm. Pratt 
whether or not they were taken into 
consideration in arriving at “parity” 
in London. 

“No,” replied the Chief of Opera- 
tions. “This would have complicated 
matters too much, and again, though 
bases are important, the tendency to- 
day is away from fixed bases, and to- 
ward the mobile base, the Fleet. This 
is illustrated by the evolution of Coast 
Artillery defenses; they have taken the 
game trend.” 

“We will never have parity with 
Great Britain until we build up our 
Merchant marine,” he added. 

Rear Adm. Mark L. Bristol, chairman 
of the executive committee of the Gen- 
eral Board was the next witness called. 
Representative Britten immediately 
asked him whether he had changed his 
views in regard to six-inch gun cruis- 
ers, which he had expressed during the 
hearings on the London Treaty last 
Spring. Adm. Pratt had made the 
statement last week that the General 
Board and not himself was responsible 
for the inclusion of the six-inch gun 
cruiser in the bill, that he had merely 
given in to their judgment in the 
matter. 

“The General Board’s recommenda- 
tions are based upon the London 
Treaty,” replied Adm. Bristol. “And 
this matter of 6-inch gun cruisers has 
arisen since the treaty. In forming 
our recommendations, we take into con- 
sideration the opinions of the best na- 
val experts and it seems that the con- 
sensus of expert opinion is in favor of 
building a cruiser with 6-inch guns. We 
have not built one, you know, since 
1916.” 

“Then you considered only the ques- 
tion of building 6-inch gun cruisers be- 
cause 8-inch gun cruisers were a dead 
issue as result of the London Treaty,” 
asked Chairman Britten. 

“Yes, in that during the life of the 
treaty the 8-inch gun cruiser is a dead 
issue,” returned the admiral. 

Questioned as to his preference as to 
Pp 6-inch gun ordinary cruiser and the 

inch gun cruiser with a flying deck, 
Adm. Bristol answered that he had none. 

“If the committee decides to take 
one of them out of the bill, which one 
would you advise that it be?” was next 
asked. 

Adm. Bristol did not want to answer 
this question, it seemed. He wanted 


Reither of them stricken out, “he de- 
élared. | 
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“Then I take it, if one of the cruis- 
ers is to be dropped, you do not care 
which of them it is,” exclaimed Mr. 
Britten. 

“That’s it exactly,” replied Adm. 
Bristol. 

_Later on Adm. Bristol, asked as to 
his personal opinion of the two cruis- 
ers, declared: “I would not build either 
one of them.” 

“The General Board, however, has 
recommended their construction,” he 
continued. “And I endorse that rec- 
ommendation.” Later he declared, 
“numbers always will add strength.” 

Before concluding his testimony, 
Adm. Bristol took a “sock” at aviation. 
“I think,” he declared, “there is a ten- 
dency to overrate air power. Aviation 
has a definite auxiliary place in the 
fleet, and we should have airplans, but 
not at the expense of the rest of the 
fleet. Years ago I had to fight to se- 
cure a few planes each year. Today I 
find myself in the opposite position.” 

Rear Adm. William A. Moffett, Chief 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics, when 
called upon to testify, took exception 
to this statement. 

_ “Any exaggeration as to what avia- 
tion can do stopped some years ago,” 
he declared. “We are careful to never 
in the slightest overstate what can be 
done by airplanes. I feel that in de- 
ciding on the needs of naval aviation, 
it is wise to accept the judgment of

those who are familiar with the air.” 

Adm. Moffett and Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy for Air David S. In- 
galls, both stressed the need of build- 
ing the aircraft carrier and the cruiser 
with landing deck. 

Questioned as to his personal opinion, 
Adm. Moffett stated that he would be in 
favor of building two cruisers with fiy- 
ing decks, rather than one straight 
cruiser and one of the flying deck type.
